war f are operations; support for |aw enforcenment authorities to counter international crimnal activities (terrorism narcotics
trafficking, slavery, and piracy); support for |aw enforcenent authorities to suppress donestic rebellion; and support for insurgency,
counterinsurgency, and civil war in foreign countries.
Theater of operations neans an area defined by the conbatant commander for the conduct or support of specified operations.
(b) General.
(1) This clause applies when Contractor personnel are authorized to acconpany U S. Arnmed Forces depl oyed outside the United States in
(i) Contingency operations;
(ii) Humanitarian or peacekeepi ng operations;
(iii) OGher mlitary operations; or

(iv) Mlitary exercises designated by the Conbatant Comander.

(2) Contract performance in support of U S Arnmed Forces depl oyed outside the United States may require work in dangerous or austere
conditions. The Contractor accepts the risks associated with required contract performance in such operations.

(3) Contractor personnel are civilians acconpanying the U S. Arned Forces.

(i) Except as provided in paragraph (b)(3)(ii) of this clause, Contractor personnel are not authorized to use deadly force against
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eneny arned forces other than in self-defense.

(ii) Private security Contractor personnel are authorized to use deadly force only when necessary to execute their security m ssion
to protect assets/persons, consistent with the mssion statement contained in their contract.

(iii) CGvilians who acconpany the U.S. Arnmed Forces |ose their |aw of war protection fromdirect attack if and for such tine as they
take a direct part in hostilities.

(4) Service performed by Contractor personnel subject to this clause is not active duty or service under 38 U S.C. 106 note.
(c) Support.

(1) (i) The Conbatant Commander will devel op a security plan for protection of Contractor personnel in |locations where there is not
sufficient or legitimate civil authority, when the Conbatant Comrander decides it is in the interests of the Government to provide
security because

(A) The Contractor cannot obtain effective security services;
(B) Effective security services are unavailable at a reasonable cost; or
(© Threat conditions necessitate security through mlitary neans.

(ii) The Contracting Oficer shall include in the contract the level of protection to be provided to Contractor personnel.

(iii) In appropriate cases, the Conbatant Commander may provide security through mlitary nmeans, commensurate with the |evel of
security provided DoD civilians.

(2)(i) CGenerally, all Contractor personnel authorized to acconpany the U S. Arnmed Forces in the theater of operations may be provided
resuscitative care, stabilization, hospitalization at level IIl mlitary treatment facilities, and assistance with patient novenent in
energenci es where loss of life, linb, or eyesight could occur. Hospitalization will be limted to stabilization and short-term nedi cal

treatment with an enphasis on return to duty or placenment in the patient novenent system

(ii) Wien the Governnent provides nedical treatment or transportation of Contractor personnel to a selected civilian facility, the
Contractor shall ensure that the Government is reinbursed for any costs associated with such treatnent or transportation.

(iii) Medical or dental care beyond this standard is not authorized unless specified el sewhere in this contract.

(3) Unless specified elsewhere in this contract, the Contractor is responsible for all other support required for its personnel
engaged in the theater of operations under this contract.

(4) Contractor personnel nust have a letter of authorization issued by the Contracting Officer in order to process through a
depl oynent center or to travel to, from or within the theater of operations. The letter of authorization also will identify any
addi tional authorizations, privileges, or Government support that Contractor personnel are entitled to under this contract.
(d) Conpliance with |aws and regul ations. The Contractor shall conply with, and shall ensure that its personnel authorized to acconpany
U S. Arned Forces depl oyed outside the United States as specified in paragraph (b)(1) of this clause are fanmliar with and conply with,
all applicable

(1) United States, host country, and third country national |aws;

(2) Treaties and international agreenents;

(3) United States regulations, directives, instructions, policies, and procedures; and

(4) Oders, directives, and instructions issued by the Conbatant Commander, including those relating to force protection, security,
heal th, safety, or relations and interaction with |local nationals.

(e) Pre-depl oynent requirenents.

(1) The Contractor shall ensure that the follow ng requirements are net prior to deploying personnel in support of U S. Arned Forces.
Specific requirements for each category may be specified in the statement of work or el sewhere in the contract.

(i) Al required security and background checks are conpl ete and acceptabl e.

(ii) Al deploying personnel nmeet the m nimum nedi cal screening requirenments and have received all required inmmunizations as
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specified in the contract. The Government will provide, at no cost to the Contractor, any theater-specific immnizations and/or
medi cations not available to the general public.

(iii) Deploying personnel have all necessary passports, visas, and other documents required to enter and exit a theater of
operations and have a Geneva Conventions identification card, or other appropriate DoD identity credential, fromthe depl oyment center.
Any Common Access Card issued to depl oying personnel shall contain the access pernissions allowed by the letter of authorization issued
in accordance with paragraph (c)(4) of this clause.

(iv) Special area, country, and theater clearance is obtained for personnel. Cl earance requirenments are in DoD Directive 4500. 54,
O ficial Tenmporary Duty Abroad, and DoD 4500.54- G DoD Foreign O earance Cuide. Contractor personnel are considered non-DoD personnel
travel i ng under DoD sponsorship.

(v) Al personnel have received personal security training. At a mininmum the training shall
(A) Cover safety and security issues facing enpl oyees overseas;
(B) ldentify safety and security contingency planning activities; and
(O ldentify ways to utilize safety and security personnel and other resources appropriately.
(vi) Al personnel have received isolated personnel training, if specified in the contract.

(2) The Contractor shall notify all personnel who are not a host country national, or who are not ordinarily resident in the host
country, that

(i) Such enpl oyees, and dependents residing with such enpl oyees, who engage in conduct outside the United States that woul d
constitute an of fense punishable by inprisonnent for nore than one year if the conduct had been engaged in within the special maritinme
and territorial jurisdiction of the United States, may potentially be subject to the crimnal jurisdiction of the United States in
accordance with the Mlitary Extraterritorial Jurisdiction Act of 2000 (18 U S.C. 3621, et seq.);

(ii) Pursuant to the War Crimes Act (18 U.S.C. 2441), Federal crimnal jurisdiction also extends to conduct that is determined to
constitute a violation of the | aw of war when conmitted by a civilian national of the United States;

(iii) Cher laws may provide for prosecution of U 'S. nationals who commt offenses on the prem ses of U S. diplomatic, consular,
mlitary or other U S. Government nissions outside the United States (18 U.S.C. 7(9)); and

(iv) Wien there is a formal declaration of war by Congress, Contractor personnel authorized to acconpany U.S. Arnmed Forces may be
subj ect to prosecution under the Uniform Code of Mlitary Justice.

(f) Processing and departure points. Depl oyed Contractor personnel shall

(1) Process through the deploynment center designated in the contract, or as otherw se directed by the Contracting Oficer, prior to
depl oyi ng. The depl oynment center will conduct deployment processing to ensure visibility and accountability of Contractor personnel and
to ensure that all deployment requirenments are net, including the requirenents specified in paragraph (e)(1) of this clause;

(2) Use the point of departure and transportati on node directed by the Contracting Oficer; and

(3) Process through a Joint Reception Center (JRC) upon arrival at the deployed |ocation. The JRC will validate personnel
accountability, ensure that specific theater of operations entrance requirenments are net, and brief Contractor personnel on theater-
specific policies and procedures.

(g) Personnel data list.

(1) In accordance with DoD Instruction 3020.41, Contractor Personnel Authorized to Acconpany the U S. Arned Forces, the Contractor
shal | enter before deploynment, or if already in the designated operational area, enter upon becom ng an enpl oyee under the contract, and
mai ntain current data, including departure data, for all Contractor personnel that are authorized to acconpany U S. Arned Forces
depl oyed outside the United States as specified in paragraph (b)(1) of this clause. The autonated web-based systemto use for this
effort is the Synchroni zed Predepl oynent and Operational Tracker (SPOT) (For information on howto register and enter data into this
system go to http://ww.dod. m|/btal/products/spot.htm).

(2) The Contractor shall ensure that all enployees in the database have a current DD Form 93, Record of Energency Data Card, on file
with both the Contractor and the designated Government official. The Contracting Oficer will informthe Contractor of the Government

official designated to receive this data card.

(h) Contractor personnel.
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(1) The Contracting Oficer may direct the Contractor, at its own expense, to renove and replace any Contractor personnel who
jeopardize or interfere with mssion acconplishnent or who fail to conply with or violate applicable requirenents of this clause. Such
action nay be taken at the CGovernments discretion without prejudice to its rights under any other provision of this contract, including
the Term nation for Default clause.

(2) The Contractor shall have a plan on file showi ng how the Contractor woul d replace enpl oyees who are unavail able for deploynent or
who need to be replaced during depl oyment. The Contractor shall keep this plan current and shall provide a copy to the Contracting
O ficer upon request.

(1) Contractor personnel are prohibited fromwearing mlitary clothing unless specifically authorized in witing by the Conbatant
Commander. |f authorized to wear military clothing, Contractor personnel nust

(i) Wear distinctive patches, arm bands, nanetags, or headgear, in order to be distinguishable frommlitary personnel, consistent
with force protection neasures; and

(ii) Carry the witten authorization with themat all tines.

(2) Contractor personnel nay wear mlitary-unique organi zational clothing and individual equiprment (OCIE) required for safety and
security, such as ballistic, nuclear, biological, or chemcal protective equipnent.

(3) The depl oynent center, or the Conbatant Commander, shall issue OCIE and shall provide training, if necessary, to ensure the safety
and security of Contractor personnel.

(4) The Contractor shall ensure that all issued OCIE is returned to the point of issue, unless otherw se directed by the Contracting
O ficer.

(j) Weapons.

(1) If the Contractor requests that its personnel performng in the theater of operations be authorized to carry weapons, the request
shal | be nade through the Contracting Oficer to the Conbatant Commander, in accordance with DoD Instruction 3020.41, paragraph 6.3.4.1
or, if the contract is for security services, paragraph 6.3.5.3. The Conbatant Commander w || determ ne whether to authorize in-theater
Contractor personnel to carry weapons and what weapons and anmunition will be allowed.

(2) If the Contracting Officer, subject to the approval of the Conmbatant Commander, authorizes the carrying of weapons

(i) The Contracting O ficer may authorize the Contractor to issue Contractor-owned weapons and ammunition to specified enpl oyees; or

(ii) The [Contracting Officer to specify the appropriate individual, e.g., Contracting Oficers Representative, Regional Security

O ficer] may issue Governnent-furni shed weapons and ammunition to the Contractor for issuance to specified Contractor enployees.
(3) The Contractor shall ensure that its personnel who are authorized to carry weapons

(i) Are adequately trained to carry and use them
(A) Safely;
(B) Wth full understanding of, and adherence to, the rules of the use of force issued by the Conbatant Commander; and
(O In conpliance with applicable agency policies, agreenments, rules, regulations, and other applicable |aw,

(ii) Are not barred from possession of a firearmby 18 U S.C. 922; and

(iii) Adhere to all guidance and orders issued by the Conbatant Commander regardi ng possession, use, safety, and accountability of
weapons and ammruni tion.
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(4) Whether or not weapons are Governnent-furnished, all liability for the use of any weapon by Contractor personnel rests solely with
the Contractor and the Contractor enployee using such weapon.

(5) Upon redepl oyment or revocation by the Conbatant Commander of the Contractors authorization to issue firearnms, the Contractor
shall ensure that all Governnent-issued weapons and unexpended ammunition are returned as directed by the Contracting O ficer.

(k) Vehicle or equipnent |licenses. Contractor personnel shall possess the required licenses to operate all vehicles or equipnent
necessary to performthe contract in the theater of operations.

(1) Purchase of scarce goods and services. |f the Conbatant Commander has established an organization for the theater of operations
whose function is to determine that certain items are scarce goods or services, the Contractor shall coordinate with that organization
| ocal purchases of goods and services designated as scarce, in accordance with instructions provided by the Contracting O ficer.

(m Evacuation.

(1) If the Conbatant Commander orders a mandatory evacuation of some or all personnel, the Governnent will provide assistance, to the
extent available, to United States and third country national Contractor personnel.

(2) In the event of a non-nandatory evacuation order, unless authorized in witing by the Contracting Oficer, the Contractor shall
mai ntai n personnel on location sufficient to nmeet obligations under this contract.

(n) Next of kin notification and personnel recovery.

(1) The Contractor shall be responsible for notification of the enployee-designated next of kin in the event an enpl oyee dies,
requires evacuation due to an injury, or is isolated, mssing, detained, captured, or abducted.

(2) In the case of isolated, mssing, detained, captured, or abducted Contractor personnel, the Government w |l assist in personnel
recovery actions in accordance with DoD Directive 2310.2, Personnel Recovery.

(o) Mortuary affairs. Mrtuary affairs for Contractor personnel who die while acconpanying the U S. Armed Forces will be handled in
accordance with DoD Directive 1300.22, Mrtuary Affairs Policy.

(p) Changes. In addition to the changes otherw se authorized by the Changes clause of this contract, the Contracting Oficer may, at any
time, by witten order identified as a change order, make changes in the place of perfornmance or Governnment-furnished facilities,
equi pmrent, material, services, or site. Any change order issued in accordance with this paragraph (p) shall be subject to the provisions

of the Changes clause of this contract.

(g) Subcontracts. The Contractor shall incorporate the substance of this clause, including this paragraph (gq), in all subcontracts when
subcontractor personnel are authorized to acconpany U S. Arned Forces depl oyed outside the United States in

(1) Contingency operations;

(2) Humanitarian or peacekeepi ng operations;

(3) Oher mlitary operations; or

(4) Mlitary exercises designated by the Conmbatant Conmander.
